Singles Driving Championship 
Attracts Horsepeople and 
Spectators Alike 


Since the inaugural event in 1992, the American Horse Shows 
Association National Advanced Singles Driving Championship, 
October 28 - 30 ,1994, at Fair Hill, Elkton, Md., has become a 
prized event for drivers and driving enthusiasts from around the 
country.

No 
reservation is needed for one individual, but fora group, a reservation is required, as well as proof of liability 
insurance. Open all year. Approximately 4 miles of dirt roads. 

Steep Rock Preservation, Washington, CT (203) 868-9131 

Hidden Hills, Washington, CT — both have horse trails and lands, but you should call ahead to confirm. 
Cockaponset State Forest, Eastford, CT (203) 345-8521 — Has 7-8 miles of dirt roads.
